GIANT POWER 
PLAN DRAWN 


Hydro-Electric Board To 
Seek Federal Aid for 


Scheme 

TORONTO, Oct. 29. — Ontario's 
long-standing dream of a _ giant 
power development in the north- 
western part of the province, in- 
volving a rise in the water level 
of the Great Lakes and an initial 
expenditure of $3,000,000, will be 
placed before the new dominion 
government for approval, it was an- 


nounced last night by Chairman T. 


Stewart ‘Lyon, of the Ontario Hyro- 
Electric Commission 
RAISE GREAT LAKES 

First proposed in 1924, the north- 
ern project would connect the wat- 


ers of the Albany and Ogoki rivers 


with Lake pigon, north of Lake | 
Superior, by construction of a new 
lake, a dam and a diversion chan- 
nel. The additional flow of water 
would not only cause the Great 
Lakes to rise, but would raise the 
level of Montreal Harbor by 1.4 
inch. 
392,000 HOSEPOWER 

Speaking before the Board 
Trade Club, Mr. Lyon said the - 
ki river diversion would develop 
392,000 horsepower and bring to the 
province an annual revenue of $1,- 
200,000. He estimated it would pro 
vide increased annual profits of

Social Credit is a very old invention, as matters financial g¢ 
having been originated and published as a theory by John Law 
about 1700, who called it and declaimed

“The time has come when my abilities must be placed at my 
country’s service. I am going to save this land from ruin as well 
as spare the people misery. I shall persuade them to read my 
conclusions. I shall write more papers on the subject. I shall 
make things absolutely clear, and bring forward proofs. In the 
end they are bound to grasp it.” 


Failing to obtain official permission to establish his system ir 
Scotland or in England, John Law established himself in Paris; 
and towards the end of 1715, obtained authority from the French 
government to establish a by means whereof moneys 
equal in volume to the social credit of the nation could and would 
be made available for use by the people of France 


John Law never tied himself finality about his 
system; always explaining that it was a personal system based 
on his own study, knowledge and invention; and that in the course 
of its operation, he could and would formulate such improve- 
ments and details as would secure to the people continuous use 
of the full amount of money represented by the assets and com 
merce of France—and thereby make the people and the nation 
wealthy, prosperous, and contented

which from that date will be called banknote 
be taken by the aforesaid receivers and farmers to the Royal 
Treasury, who in return are to let them have the equivalent on 
their accounts. All those to whom money is owed by the king 
are to receive only banknotes from the treasury, for which they 
may immediately receive full value at the bank, while no person 
shall be compelled to retain them, and likewise no person shall 
be compelled to accept them in the course of business 


“But Mr. Law holds that the usefulness cf this method will be 
so great that everybody will be deijighted to have banknotes 
rather than coin owing to the ease with which payments can be 
made with paper and by receiving at the same time the correct 
amount.” 


So John Law got going with his “system” and his banks; and 
as the volume of paper money grew, and with it the demand for 
more, the system was extended to cover all business, and to com- 
prise all merchandise, and laws were passed to prevent bootleg- 


ging merchandise so as to injure the systen 


The result was a piling up of a pyramid of paper wealth which 
came down with a crash only rivalled by the fall of the South Sea 
Bubble; but John Law went to his grave protesting that his sys- 
tem was right, and that failure to keep control of the working- 
out was responsible for the crash

Rumors After Elevator! 


Fire Cause For Action. 


During the dying moments of its 
last regular meeting Monday 
night, city council appointed a 
committee of three to consider the 
advisability of an investigation 
into the efficiency of the city fire 
department, following recent com- 
plaints by the Western Canada 
Underwriters’ Association about 
methods used in fighting the fire 
which destroyed the Edmonton 
Grain and Hay Company's eleva- 
tor in North Edmonton last sum- 
mer, The loss was estimated at 
$50,000. 

Members of the committee were 
named from the continuing council- 
lors and are Ald. H. J. Macdonald, 
chairman; Ald. R. E. Foote and Ald. 
J. T. McCreath 

Chas. H. Grant, K.C., represented 
the association at the council meet- 
ing, while P. G. Thomson, K.C., ap- 
peared as counsel for the fire de- 
partment. 

Council supported the following 
motion moved by Ald. Macdonald: 
“That a committee of three from 
the continuing members of city 
council be appointed to consider 
the advisability of an enquiry be- 
fore a judge or an investigation be- 
fore a committee of council.” 

Speaking in support of the pro- 
posed probe, Mr. Grant said if the 
department was found to be ef- 
ficient no harm would be done; if, 
on the other hand, inefficiency was 
proved, then the necessary action | 
could be taken. 

Mayor J. A. Clarke then ruled 
that Mr. Grant should not be per- 
mitted to give evidence at the 
council meeting when no specific 
charges had been made against the 
department. 

“Disquieting rumors” about the 
efficiency of the department had 
been reported, declared Mr. Grant. | 
“I'm only telling you what some- | 
body else told me—hearsay evi- 
dence,” he said, adding that the ele- 
vator fire should have been con- | 
fined to the cupola, 


SCORES PROPOSAL 

Representing the Edmonton fire 
department, P. G. Thomson, K.C., 
scored the proposal to launch a/ 
probe when no definite charges had | 


been laid against the department. | 
Amused at Mr. Grant's reference | 
to “disquieting rumors,” Mr. Thom- | 
son said; “Mr, Grant would be the 
first to object to a client being) 
hauled into court on ‘disquieting | 
rumors.’” 

The department's counsel also be. | 
lieved that the Underwriters’ As- 
sociation should file definite 
chagges with the commissioners, | 
“and if they are serious enough to) 
justify a probe then it should be| 
undertaken.” | 

Mr. Grant then said that the un- 
derwriters were charging the de-| 
pariment with inefficiency. | 

He certainly was not prepared to | 
spend $3,000 or $4,000 on an in- 
vestigation which would take the; 
form of a “fishing trip”, declared | 
Ald, Jas, East. 

Continuing, Ald. East said that 
if the “disquicting rumors” were) 
found to have some foundation, the 
city should pay for the proposed 
investigation; if not, then the Un- 
derwriters’ Association should bear | 
the cost. 

Ald. J. T. McCreath was of the| 
opinion that 50 per cent of the sug- | 
gested inquiry should be borne by 
the Underwriters’ Association,
